Several] days ago a negro handed Coun- 
Tax Collector A. P. 
signed presumably by 
Howard, the negro undertaker. Mr. 
Stewart's suspicions were aroused and 
he went to the te‘ephone to call up How- 
ard and ask if the signature was genuine. 
At this the bearer of the note suddenly 
took to his heels, but was captured near 
the Georgia railroad tracks by Officer 
Charles Martin. 

He gave his name as Palmer Pease, and 
e'id the paper had been given him by 
some one else. He tried to implicate sev- 
eral others. The grand jury last week 
returned a true bil] of indictment against 
him, charging forgery.

He had no attorney, and Judge Candler 
appointed Colonel R. J. Jordan to repre- 
sent him.
